donors. Had the arrangements tor yester- 
day's unveiling ceremony admitted of a 
apeech by His Excellency the Governor, 
Sir Matraew would no doubt have given 
similar expression to the public appreciation 
of Mr. Mopy's generous gift. In a quiet and 
unostentatious manner, Mr. Mopy for the

THE LANDING. 

Puoctual to the stroke of ten the guns of all 
the men-of-war in the harbour belched forth 
the royal salute, the report of the guns rever- 
berating on both shores with a telling effecl. 
This was the signal tbhat.the Royal party had 
boarded the Vicforia and were pow proces ting 
shorewards The Jaunch which bad become tha 
cynosure of all eyes was seen leaving the big 
ship, the large Union Jack at her stern almost 
trailing in the water. The gaze of all rested on 
the Victorta as she made her way past the line of 
beflagged launches, and in a minute or two she 
was alongside the pier. The Baluchi Band 
played the National Anthem ag the Luke and 
Duchess reached the top of the steps and the 
guard came to the salute by presenting arms 
and raising the colours. Major General 
Broadwood, Colonel Darling and other officers 
had gone forward to receive their Royal 
Highnesses, and after a few words of greeting 
His Royal Highness, who wore the uniform of 
a Field Marshal, inspected the guard, which 
was drawn from the regimen! named after 
himself. Then the royal party advanced to the 
end of the pier proper where the members of 
the Reception Gommittes and others were 
introduced to the Dake and [Muchess. This 
over, Sir Paul Chater took up a_ position 
in front of the Duke, Duchess and Princess, 
and read the address of welcome which was in 
the following terms:

the least step in all its progress, the last fuw 
months hava seen the making within its 
boundaries of the first embankments of that 
Railway which is to connect us with Cant n, 
aud in time, we trust, with Earope. 
’ Interwoven as the history of ‘our Empire is 
with tha history of the battles that have won it, 
of the Navy and Army which have pre-erved 
it, of the men who have fought for it, itis a 
source of pride and gratification to all of us 
who, the subjects of our beloved Ruler, lack to 
him for succour and protection, that the 
soldier he sands to see that the land d-fences 
which guard us are secure, is not a soldior only 
but also the brother of our King, 

From all people who dwell here in security 
beneath Jiis Reign, from all his subjects, from 
all those subjects of other nations who dwell 
amongert us, and particularly from the large 
numbers of Chinese who oarry on their business 
unmolested aud protected in our midst, we 
tender to Your Royal Highness, to Your 
Royal Consort and to Princess Patricia o most 
sincere and a most hearty welcome with every 
wish for a long cuntinued and happy life. 

We sincerely regret that the duration of your 
visit does not permit our celebrating it in as 
fitting a manner as we would desire; but we 
realise that you have duties both here and 
elsewhere io the Empire which you must per- 
form aod we hope that you will accept the slirbt 
entertainment we are able to offer you as an 
earnest of what we should like to carry. out did 
time and vour engagements permit. 

We wish you a fair vorage and a safe return 
home, and we beg you, on reaching England, to 
convey to our beloved King a message assaring 
him of the loyalty and devot:on wa bear towards 
him and of our appreciation of hix r-cent 
kindly te'egram, full of kingly sympathy. 
which deeply touched us and made us 
feel that we, though living on the utmost 
border of the Ewpire. are ever in the mind of 
our Gracious Sovereign.

Sir PAUL handed the bound addres to His 
RovaL HicHNEss, who in a firm, audible voice 
replied as follows:—Gentlemeo,—Her Royal 
Highness, The Duchess of Connanght and 
myself, are delighted to renew our acquaintance 
with Hongkong, and cordially thank you and its 
community, for the loyal and hearty welcome 
you have given tous. My daughter, Princess 
Patricia who is, as you say. the first princess of 
my family to visit your shores, desires me to 
thank you for the very kind allusions to her 
in your address.

I pray, now, that these are matters 
of the past, that there is an era of unbroken 
commercial prosperity before you. also that the 
developments and progress, so well begun. will 
continne and prosper. 

The unbounded commercial prospects of the 
Far Esst, the probable developm-nt of year 
great neighbour, that wonderfal and friendly 
nation China, has aroused the keen interest and 
competition of all Western nations and of 
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America. It is therefore a peculiar pleasare to 
us to think how well placed Hoogkong is to 
ficht the Gatiles for commercial snpremacy ; the 
value and importance of this great port is fully 
appreciated by those at Home who watoh over 
aud guide the destinies of our Empire. - 

I am indeed proud to have been, 17 years ago, 
asscciated with the initial stages of the great 
work of reclamation, which you have so 
succeasfally carried out. 

I am also very glad to hear that a railway is 
shortly to connect you with Canton and, I hope, 
ultimately with Burope. 

His Majesty the King-Emperor, who takes 
the greatest interest in his Far Hastern 
dominions, will ba delighted when he hears from 
me of the heroic efforts you have made to over- 
come your difficulties and of the continued 
increas an! prosperity of this Colony. :

July, 1906. a complaint was preferred by the 
Building Authority against Fung Chun Yuen 
uoder sections 230 and 259 of the Public Health 
and Buildings Ordinance, 19.3, charging him 
with neglecting to comply with the requirements 
of a notice dated 29th June, 1906, requiring 
him to remove certain illegal wrought iron 
partitions at Nos. 1,2, 4 aud 5 Hill Road. ‘His 
Worehip held that the notice was bad, but 
convisted the appellant for contravention of 
section, 222 sub-section J, for having commenced’ 
building the iron partitions without proper 
plans being previously submitted tio the Build- 
ing Authority and approved by that uthority, 
and imposed a fine of $100. Alt the Police 
Court on 16th October, 1906, a complaint was 
preferred by the respondents against. appellant 
under section 230 of the Ordinance for that he 
on the J6th September failed to,comply with 
che requirements of a notice dated Sth Seplem- 
ber, 1906, duly served requiriug Him to remove 
the whole of the iron partition walls which had 
been erected in ccntravention off section 222. 
The defendant. plead+d res judidata and not 
guilty. On the 13th November, 1906, the 
Magistrate held that the conviction of the 
appellant on 3st July was notia bar to the 
complaint of the ]6th October avd that the plea 
of res judicata could not be maintained. The 
question of law which arore for the opinion of 
the Court was whetber the conviction of the 
appellant on 3let July, 1906, wax or was pot a 
bar to the complaint of the 16th October, 1906. 

In the oross appeal the case stated by the 
Magistrate showed that the question of law for 
the opinion of the Court was whether the 
contravention of seotion 222 of the Ordinance 
was a puisance within the meaning of section 
229 of the Ordinance. 

Tie Attorney-General opened the case for 
the Crown, and justified the Ordinance as 
framed to deal with the peculiar local 
conditions. 

-Mr. Slade contended that. if the plans con- 
formed to the Ordinance tbe Building Authority 
was bound to approve of them. In that case it 
wes not suggested that the plans did not 
conform to the ordinance in any single thing.

were injurious in some sense. Continuing, he 
aib the decision io this case gave the Building 
-uthority a great deal more power than 
mere delay.

Judgment was delivered by bis Lordship in 
the action by the Man Shan Wo. merchants 
carrying on basiness at 227 Des Vosux Road 
West, against Mossrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Company, the local agents of the British India 
Steam Navigation Company, for the recovery 
of $1,863, said to have beea loat on a certain 
shipment of birds’ nests. Messrs. M. W. 
Slade and H. G. Calthrop (instracted by 4.r. 
G. K. Hall Bratton of Messrs. Brutton and 
Hott) represented the plaintiffs; and the Hon. 
Mr. H. E. Pollook, K.C., (instracted by Mr. 
G. Hastings, of Messrs. Hastings and 
Hastings, appeared for defandante. 

The Chief Justice said: —I may state the facts 
of this case as the plaintiff pats them very 
shortly. He or his agent shipped on board the 
defendants’ vesaul some cases of white birds’ 
nests; he received some cases of pesnuts, He 
therefore alleges that, the defendant has not 
fulfilled his contract’ of oarriage, as it is 
expressed in the bill of lading, and seeks to 
recover the valne of his birds’ nests. The case 
is manifestly of great public importance, On 
the bare statement of it, it muoh resembles the 
too common occurrence, to which all of us I 
suppose have bean anbject, of s case of wine 
shipped and on arrival being found to coutaia a 
certain number of bottles of water, the oise being 
in faot delivered as shipped in “ good order and 
condition," showing n0 external marks of 
damage, This case however presenta this 
peculiar foature, that the cases when landed did 
show external: signs of not being ia good 
order and condition ; the claim is however not 
for damaged goods, but for non-delivery of 
goods as shipped, and the. question is bow far 
this affects the onas of proof, as it results from 
the two conditious contained ia the bill of lad- 
ing, ‘ shipped in good order and condition,” and 
“weight, coatants and value unknown.” The 
point thas raised does not ecem to have been 
expressly decked. 

The shipowners reli:d in the first place on 
another condition of the bill of lading. “This 
Company is not to be responsible for damage, 
avaporation, eto, leakage or breakage, or other 
consequence arising from errors, obliterations, 
absenos of marke, or from the insufficienc of 
tha address or packing, internal or external, oF 
for the condition or contents of re-shipped or 
ra-ax ported gods.”

shipowner receiving re-ship or re-exported 
goods declines to accept any responsibility 
whatever. It ia not {o be wondered at that the 
clause should be inserted in the bill of lading 
of a Company such as the “ Brilish India,” 
whore business often compels them to deal 
with roe-shipped cargo. Butithen I have to 
decide what is the meaning of the terms used 
in the exception, and whethdr the goods in 
question in this action cenie within those 


terms. I think the meaning of terms used in 


such a document as a bill of lading can he 


arrived at only by understanding the object with 
which they are used, the dircumstarces to 
which they are in‘ended to apply. These words 
must be used either in their drdinary sense, or 
in a sense restricted by the conditions of tha 
business with regard to which they are used. 
Now it is not necessary to invent an extreme 
cage, such as was suggested in argument, 
of cases of wine received, opened, and 
afterwards repacked and “ re-shipped ” to 
another place, fo show that the word is not 
intended {o be used in ite ordinary sense; be- 
cause there is a case familiar under some 
Customs Laws which is sufficient for the

Much stress in dealing with this 
poikt was laid on the fact that although the 
voyage qua shipboard was not continuous, 
yet that qua consignment it was: for the 
goods were ordered to be rent from 
Batavia to Hongkoog, and were in fact so rent, 
Only the voyage was broken, and an intermediate 
delivery taken at Singapore. So far as the 
facts are concerned it is clear that the goods 
were taken from tha Van Rebeck to the 
godowns of Ban Ano Hob ; beyond this it is not 
necersary lo go. It might possibly be that the

“Onus of proof" js often a difficult 
term to settle the meaning of exactly ; but as 
to the relation of adm‘esions or non-admisaiods 
in bill of ladings to the onus of proving the 
contrary, there can be no doaht frem the jodg- 
ment of James, L J.. in the Peter der Grosse (8 
Asp. M.L C. at p. 197) that the law is as I have 
stated it. I now come to the dicta of some of 
the Law Lords in Molean y, Fleming (L.B. 2 
Sr. app. 128) which, it is said, throw some doubt 
upon the pane le. 
Lord Chelmsford said that the master “ 
no suthority tosign bill of lading for » greater 
quantity of goods than is actually put on board, 
yet, as it is not to be presumed that he has 
exoeeded his duty, his signature to the bill of 
Indings is sufficient evidence of the truth of 
their contents to throw npon (he shipowner 
the anne -f falsifying them. and proving that 
he received a lees quantity of goods to carry 
than ix thos acknowled by his agent, Bat 
[it being admitted that it lay upon the ship- 
owners to rebut the prima facie avidence aris- 
ing from the bill of ladings, he appears to me 
‘to have satisfactorily done so," Lord Colonsa 
_is reported to have said the same thing. Were 
lit not for the reporter's note that not only were 
the words “weight, quality, and contents 
aoknown “in the bill of lading, bat also that 
the master had protested from inadequacy of 
freight, these dicta would give no trouble. 


. For ao far as the report of the judgments ro, 


thesa words were not referred to, and the 
opinions above quoted would have been no more 
than a statement of tho law as (o the effect of 
bill of ladinga not containing them. The action 
was on a charterparty in respect of “dead 
freipht", and the question of the effect of the bill 
of lading was obvious y material. But assuming 
theae opinionsto be the law oven with these 
words in the bill of lading, I think I am 
justified in construing them strictly, and 
as having reference only toquantity, or weight ;

DISASTROUS FIRE. ~ 


SIX CHINESE BURST TQ DEATH.

Another of those appalling fires which 
occasionally startle residents of Hongkong 
broke out at No. 4 Tuog Loi Lane, in the 
vicinity of the old harbour offica, at aboat ten - 
minutes past five 
Tung Loi Lane is a notorious place for fires | 
and is generally so full of debris as to impede 
the operations of the firemen when they appear 
It isa further rentarkablo fact 
that nearly always before Chinese New Year 
a fire occors in this lane. 

When the alarm regarding the present 
outbreak was given the brigade turned ont with 
their usual promptness, and in charge of Chief 
Inspector Baker hastened to the scene of the 
fire. On arrival they found the oulbreak to be 
in a wood rhop on the ground floor the first ; 
floor of Lhe same premises being a matiing shop, 


urposes. It was also evident that the fire 
ed been burning for a considerable time, as 
the whole building was a mass of flame which 
burs«t from windows and doors from the ground 
to the (op ficor. Apparently the fire originalead 
on the ground floor of the shop, and being fed 
with a very inflammable materia! spread very 
rapidly, while dense volumes of smoke ascended 
to the first and second floors and this must 
have completely suffocated the wleepers in the 
upper part of the bouse, of whom there were 
The charr-d remains of six were found 
in a cockloft on the top floor.

Fora conple of 
years he was Principal of the Normal School at 
Wantsai and his pronounced ability in this 
direction was utilised in this college 
whenever his services could be spared from the 
Upper Sections. Tha appreciation of his long 
and: meritorious term ot office found general 
expression from the highest to the lowes!.

PRESENTATION OF PRIZES. 


The annual distribution of prizes at the Ellis 
Kadoorie Canton College took place at Honam 
on February 2nd. There is nothing like the 
spirit of emulation to prompt study, aod it ix 
a pity that Chiuese goveroment schools do not 
follow in this respect the example set them by 
the West. No such function ewds the 
Chinese school term. ‘That tha distribution of 
prizes is appreciated by the Chinese was shown 
by this attentive aud applausive audience. 
Amongst those present were Dr. and Mrz. 
Nicolson, Mr. and Mrs. Doty. Messrs. Filis 
Kadoorie (President of the College), Lau Chu 
Pak (Honorary Secretary of the College), A. 
Hamalton, W. C. Barlow, G. Moss, Ho Yu 
Hing, Liao Tsze Shan (Committee), acd ten 
Chinese gentlemen. 

Mr. James Moore, headmaster, read the 
annual report, in which the following passages 
ocsurred :— . 

The highest number on the roll this year was 
393 and the largest attendance has beea « +4. 
The average number on the roll during the last 
gix months has been 369 and the verage daily 
attendance has been 325. A cocsiderable num- 
ber is admitted to the lower classes but a large 
portion leaves in & short time without 
any warning. It is in this divison that 
our greatest wastage takes place; it is no 
fault of the teaching but is due rather 
to the disappointment which they avidently 
experience from not learning English at 
once, It is a matter for considerable regret 
that so many students absent themselves so 
often, frequently on the flimsiest excuses. 

In the final examination, 131 students passed 
first class, 148 passed second, eight failed, and 
67 were absent. 

Next year we shall endeavour to form tbe 
beginning of a school library. We hope also 
to be able to commence a Debatiug Association 
go as to afford more facilities for the practice of 
English conversation (applause). We also 
intend to psy more attention to sports, but in 
this as in many other things we are handicapped 
by our surroundings.

The CHAIRMAN said—Centlemen,— With 
your permission we will take the seport and 
accounts asread. ‘I'he balance of Profit and 
Loss Account for the year under review 1s 
slightly higher than that for 1905 which is 
accounted for by the smaller amount we have 
had to expeud on repairs ‘Ihe yeross receipts 
show a decrease which has been brought about 
by the larger rumber of vacancies than 
formerly; this was naturally to be expected 
in view of the number of uew houses erected 
at Kowloon, but your directors believe that 
the population of Kowloon will so iucrease 
as to make the demand for this class of 
house quite up to that of the last few years. 
The property is in good condition and has b+en 
recently done up. If any further information 
is desired I shall be pleased to give it to the 
best of my ability.
